NOW  KNOW  YE  that  for  divers  causes  and  con- 
siderations, and  taking  into  consideration  the  ease 
and  convenience  of  Our  loving  subjects,  We  have 
thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Executive 
Council  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  to  re- 
lieve you,  and  each  of  you,  of  your  attendance  at  the

The  Under  Secretary  of  Slate  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor. 

Ottawa,  10th  November,  1875. 

Sir, — I am  directed  to  transmit  to  yon,  for  the  in- 
formation of  your  Government,  a copy  of  an  order 
of  His  E.xcellency  the  .‘Vdministralor  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  Council,  on  the  subject  of  the  dilliculties 
existing  between  the  Government  of  the  Dominion 
and  that  of  British  Columbia,  arising  out  of  the 
agreement,  made  in  1871,  for  the  construction  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 

I beg  to  e.xpress  my  regret  at  the  delay  which  has 
occurred  in  forwarding  this  document.  It  arose  from 
the  fact  that  the  officer,  whose  duty  it  was  to  furnish 
a cop3'  of  the  Order  in  Council  to  this  Department, 
for  transmission  to  your  Government,  having  inad- 
vertently omitted  to  do  so.

Copy  of  a Report  of  a Committee  of  the  Honorable  the 
Privy  Council,  approved  by  IIis  Excellency  the  Ad- 
ministrator of  the  G overnment  in  Council,  on  the  20th 
of  September,  1875. 

The  Committee  of  Council  have  had  under  consid- 
eration the  difficulties  arising  out  of  the  agreement 
made  in  1871,  for  the  construction  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway.  Mr.  Edgar’s  mission  to  British 
-Columbia  last  year  was  based  upon  the  view  that  the 
conditions  of  that  agreement  were  quite  impractica- 
ble of  fulfilment.  The  proposals  submitted  by  him 
to  the  British  Columbia  Government  were  briefly 
that,  the  limitation  of  time  being  given  up,  Canada 
should  undertake  that  one  million  and  a half  of  dol- 
lars should  be  expended  upon  construction  within 
that  Province  in  each  year  after  location,  and  that 
the  building  of  a .waggon  road  along  the  line  of  the 
proposed  railway  construction  should  precede  actual 
railway  construction. 

It  was  further  proposed  to  build  a Railway  on  Van- 
couver Island,  from  Esquimau  to  Nanaimo. 

The  propositions  were  either  not  considered  by  the 
Government  of  British  Columbia,  or,  if  considered, 
the.v  were  rejected  by  them,  and  they  subsequently 
appealed  to  the  Imperial  Government,  invoking  their 
intervention.  The  result  of  this  appeal  was  an  offer 
from  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Carnarvon,  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Colonies,  of  his  good  offices  to  pro- 
mote a settlement. 

The  Privy  Council  in  their  Minute  of  the  2.8d  July, 
1874,  advised  “ that  Lord  Carnarvon  be  informed  the}' 
“would  gladly  submit  the  question  to  him  for  his 
“ decision  as  to  whether  the  exertions  of  the  Govern- 
“ meut,  the  diligence  shown,  and  the  offers  made, 
“ have  or  have  not  been  fair  and  just,  and  in  accord- 
“ aace  with  the  spirit  of  the  agreement.”  Lord  Car- 
narvon in  his  Despatch  of  August  ICth,  acting  upon 
this  Minute,  and  upon  agreement  on  the  part  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  to  abide  by  his  decision,  made  certain 
suggestions,  of  which  the  most  important  wore — that 
the  amount  of  yearly  expenditure  within  the  Prov- 
ince, after  location,  should  be  not  less  than  two  mil- 
lions of  dollars  ; that  the  period  of  completion  sliould 
be  the  j'ear  1890,  and  that  the  Railway  from  Esqui 
malt  to  Nanaimo  should  be  at  once  commenced. 

The  Canadian  Government  in  their  Minute  of  Coun- 
cil of  Sejitember  17th,  stated  “ that  while  in  no  case 
“ could  the  Government  undertake  the  completion  of 
“ the  whole  line  in  the  time  mentioned,  and  extreme 
“ unwillingness  exists  to  another  limitation  of  time, 
“yet,  if  it  be  found  absolutely  necessary  to  secure  a 
“ present  settlement  of  the  controversy  by  further 
“ concessions,  a pledge  m.ay  be  given  that  the  por- 
• “ tion  west  of  Lake  Superior  will  be  completed  so  as 
■ “ to  afford  connection  by  lail  with  existing  lines  of 
'“railway  through  a portion  of  the  United  States, 
“and  by  Canadian  waters  during  the  season  of  navi- 
“ gation,  by  the  year  1890,  as  suggested. 

It  was  further  agreed  that  after  location,  two  mil- 
lions should  be  expended  yearly  upon  construction  in 
British  Columbia,  and  that  a Railway  from  Esqui- 
mau to  Nanaimo  should  be  built. 


It  must  be  borne  in  mind  tliat  cveiy  stej)  in  the 
negotiations  was  necessarily  predicated  upon  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  Resolution  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  passed  in  1871,  contempora- 
neously with  the  adoijtion  of  the  Terms  of  Union 
with  British  Columbia,  subsequently  enacted  in  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Act  of  1872,  and  subse- 
quently re-enacted  (after  a large  addition  nad  been 
made  to  the  rate  of  taxation)  in  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Act  of  1874  ; that  the  public  aid  to  be  given 
to  secure  the  accomplishment  of  the  undertaking 
“ should  consist  of  such  liberal  grants  of  land  and 
“ such  sabsid}'  in  money  or  other  aid,  not  increasing  the 
then  existing  rale  of  taxation,  as  the  Parliament  of 
“ Canada  should  thereafter  determine.” 

This  determination  not  to  involve  the  country  in  a 
hopeless  burden  of  debt  is  sustained  by  public  opin- 
ion ever^'where  throughout  the  Domiuiuti,  and  mu.it 
of  necessity  control  the  action  of  the  Government, 
and  it  cannot  be  too  clearly  understood  that  any 
agreements  as  to  yearly  expenditure,  and  as  to  com- 
pletion by  a fixed  time,  must  be  subject  to  the  condi- 
tion thrice  recorded  in  the  Journals  of  Parliament, 
that  no  furlhcr  increase  of  the  rate  of  taxation  shall 
be  required  in  order  to  their  fulfilment. 

The  sanction  of  Parliament  to  the  construction  of 
the  proposed  Railway  from  Esquimalt  to  Nanaimo 
was  necessaril}'  a condition  precedent  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  work. 

The  other  important  features  of  the  arrangement, 
namel}'  the  limitation  of  time  for  the  completion  of  a 
certain  portion,  and  the  specification  of  a j'carly  ex- 
penditure, were  deemed  to  be  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Pacific  Railway  Act,  1874,  subject,  of  course,  to 
the  condition  already  mentioned,  and  which  wtis  re- 
ferred to  in  the  Minute  of  Council  of  December  18th, 
1874,  when  the  Government"  expressed  a willingness 
“ to  make  those  further  concessions  rather  than  forego 
" an  immediate  settlement  of  so  irritating  a question, 
“ as  the  concessions  suggested  might  be  made  with- 
“ out  involving  the  violation  of  the  spirit  of  any  par- 
“ liamentary  resolution  or  the  letter  of  any  enactment . ’ 
The  proposed  Railway  from  Esquimalt  to  Nanai  lo 
does  not  form  a portion  of  the  Canadian  J^aciiic 
Railway  as  defined  by  the  Act ; it  was  intended  to 
benefit  local  interests,  and  was  proposed  as  compen- 
sation for  the  disappointment  experienced  b}'  the  un- 
avoidable delay  in  constructing  the  Railway  across 
the  Continent.  The  work  is  essentially  a local  one, 
and  there  are  obvious  reasons  against  the  Canadian 
Government,  under  ordinal-}'  circumstances,  under- 
taking the  construction  of  such  works,  aud  in  favor 
of  their  being  built,  if  at  all,  by  virtue  of  Provincial 
action. 

The  Bill  which  the  Government  introduced  into 
the  House  of  Commons  to  provide  for  building  this 
Railway,  evoked  a considerable  degree  of  opposition 
in  that  House  aud  in  the  country,  and,  although 
passed  by  the  House  of  Commons,  it  was  afterwards 
rejected  in  the  Senate,  and  thus  there  is  imposed  upon 
the  Government  the  duty  of  considering  some  other 
method  of  meeting  all  just  expectations  of  the  peo- 
ple of  British  Columbia,  whose  Government  has  not 
suggested  to  this  Government  any  solution  of  the 
difficulty. 

It  would  seem  reasonable  that  the  people  of  British 
Columbia  should  construct  this  work  themselves,  or 
(if  they  think  other  local  public  works  more  advan- 
tageous) should,  in  lieu  of  this,  themselves  under- 
take such  other  local  public  works,  and  that  the 
compensation  to  be  given  them  by  Canada  for  any 
.lelays  which  may  take  place  in  the  construction  of 
the  Pacific  Railway  should  be  in  the  form  of  a cash 
bonus  to  be  applied  towards  the  local  Railway,  or 
such  other  local  works  as  the  Legislature  of  British 
Columbia  may  undertake,  Canada  also  surrendering 
any  claim  to  lands  which  may  have  been  reserved  in 
Vancouver  Island  for  railway  purposes. 

The  sum  of  $750,000  would  appear  to  the  Com- 
mittee to  be  a liberal  compensation,  and  the  Commit- 
tee advise  that  the  Government  of  British  Columbia 
be  iulormed  that  this  Government  is  prepared  to  pro- 
pose to  Parliament  at  its  next  Session,  the  legisla- 
tion necessary  to  carry  out  the  views  contained  in 
this  Minute  as  to  the  construction  of  the  Pacific 
Railway  and  the  compensation  to  be  given  to  British 
Columbia  for  delays  in  such  construction. 

The  Committee  further  advise  that  a copy  of  this 
Minute  be  transmitted  to  the  Right  Honorable  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies.
